In Battle In Zone C 


SAIGON (AP) — A detachment of 900 U. S. infan­ 
trymen — outnumbered more than two to one—hurled 
back Viet Cong human wav e assaults with air and artil­ 
lery help Saturday in a War Zone C battle that left 581 
of the enemy dead on the field. 
Exposed by the retreat of the Red surv iv ors, who 
carried away some of their casualties, was a log and 
concrete bunker complex 65 miles north of Saigon be­ 
liev ed to hav e been a high Communist headquarters.

about 2,500 men with a 
mortar attack before dawn, 
were officially listed as 16 
men killed and 71 wound­ 
ed. 
Flames of napalm strikes that 
licked to within 45 feet of some 
of the GIs helped to turn the 
tide for the third American v ic­ 
tory within two weeks ov er ma­ 
jor elements of the Viet Cong’s 
9th Div ision. T ie jellied gaso­ 
line seared Viet Cong riflemen 
who had penetrated one section 
of the American perimeter. 
Destruction of the 10,000-man 
9th Div ision is a prime aim of 
Operation J unction City, a mas­ 
siv e driv e launched Feb. 22, and 
American figures indicate that, 
for all practical purposes, this 
has been accomplished. 
Three 
regimental 
attacks 
within two weeks on American 
units in War Zone C’jungles, all 
bloodily frustrated, are estimat­ 
ed to hav e cost the div ision 
more than 5,000 men — 1,488 
known dead and 3,720 others 
considered killed or wounded. 
American officers figure a ratio 
of 2.5 enemy hit and remov ed to 
ev ery one found dead. 
U.S. armed forces killed 260 
March 20 at Bau Bang, north of 
Saigon, and 607 March 21 at a 
site not far from the scene of 
Saturday’s engagement.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Com­ 
munist forces in Vietnam are 
suffering battle fatalities at a 
rate approaching double that of 
last 
year 
but 
their 
total 
strength, by official U.S. esti­ 
mates, continues to grow. 
Despite this seeming paradox, 
leaders of the J ohnson adminis­ 
tration believ e it is possible that 
enemy losses hav e reached a 
“ cross ov er” point — that is, a 
point at which they exceed the 
Communists’ capacity to make 
replacements. 
This would be an important 
and perhaps decisiv e turning 
point. 
Washington 
officials 
agree 
that it could 
confront North 
Vietnam’« leaders with a need 
for critical new decisions. On 
the one hand they might turn 
toward peace negotiations. On 
the other, they might mov e to 
expand the war by calling for 
help 
from 
other 
Communist 
countries 
which hav e offeree 
“ v olunteers.” 
The trend of American losses 
in Vietnam also has climbed, 
along with the Communist toll. 
The U.S. Command in Saigon 
reported 
Tliursday 
that 
U.S. 
battle deaths la.st week were 
274, more than in any prev ious 
week during the war. 
The Defense Department says 
that in the first 12 weeks of this 
year, battle deaths among the 
Viet Cong and regular North 
Vietnamese military forces am­ 
ounted to 22,274. 
If their losses should continue 
at that rate, it would mean 
more than 96,500 battle deaths 
during the year, as compared 
with the Pentagon’s figure of 55,- 
524 Communists killed during 
all of 1966. 
Clouding the ov er-all signifi­ 
cance of these figures, howev er, 
is the U.S. estimate putting the 
total Viet Cong-North Vietnam­ 
ese strength in all categories at 
287,000 men as of March 25. This 
was up about 4,000 from the pre­ 
v ious week. 
The official explanation attri­ 
butes this increa.se to continued 
heav y infiltration from North 
Vietnam and local recruiting in

Review of Week’s News

U Thant, secretary-general of 
the United Nations, proposed a 
genera! truce in Vietnam to be 
followed by a new Geneva peace 
conferwTce. 
Washington

Southern England suffered a 
unique disaster — massive con­ 
tamination of beaches by mil­ 
lions of gallons of crude oil from 
a wrecked tanker. 
A union of U.S. television and

“ Too many points of view and 
proposals are confusing things,” 
said Ky. “ We are always hear­ 
ing that the United States is 
starting talks with Moscow, or 
Hanoi, or somebody. Why? Why 
don’t they stay in the back­ 
ground and let us deal with Ha­ 
noi and negotiate when the time 
is right?” 
On the combat front in Viet­ 


nam, meanwhile, the carnage 
worsened.

MOSCOW (AP) - The Sov iet 
Union is introducing the fiv e- 
day week but with the same to­ 
tal hours, 41. 
The Kremlin say s this is being 
granted as part of this y ear’s 
general celebration to mark the 
SOth anniv ersary of Communist 
power. It is to be in effect by 
the Nov . 7 date of the Bolshev ik 
Rev olution. 
Ev er since the “ party of the 
proletariat” took ov er in 19 17 
there hav e been attempts to 
show that workers’ interests got 
priority after the end of “ capi­ 
talist ex ploitation.” But ambi­ 
tious plans to build up the coun­ 
try economically required more 
hours on the job, not fewer. 
The introduction of the fiv e- 
day work week does not mean 
this policy has changed. It di­ 
v ides differently the hours of 
work. 
The present schedule is fiv e 7- 
hour day s with a 6 -hour shift on 
Saturday . This is to be replaced 
by fiv e day s of 8 hours each, 
with a few ex tra minutes at the 
I 
end of each shift to make the 
same 41-hour total. 
The old schedule will be re-, 
tained 
where 
the 
needs 
of 
production dictate. How ex ten­ 
siv e such needs will be remains 
unclear so far. 
The Sov iet people were told in

‘Great W ar’ And Aftermath

A fever gripped the iand from 
ecean to ocean. 
America was plu nging into 
her greatest adventu re — inno­ 
cent, credu lou s, brashly confi­ 
dent, and u naware she was on 
the threshhold of world leader­ 
ship. 
It was April, 1917, and the 
United States was abou t to enter 
the Great War. 
Everywhere there were pa­ 
rades — brave, blaring, noisy, 
flag-waving parades. 
Anything faintly German was 
su spect. 
Sau erkrau t 
disap­ 
peared from shops and reap­ 
peared as “liberty cabbage.” 
Any man who owned a dach­ 
shu nd was a potential spy. Per­ 
sons, or firms, with German- 
sou nding names — and America 
had a large German-descent 
popu lation — were su bject to 
u nreasoning persecu tion. 
The word “slacker” entered 


of the Lu sitani, one of Britain’s 
biggest passenger liners. The 
ship sank and 1,153 noncombat­ 
ants, men, women and children 
— inclu ding 114 U.S. citizens — 
lost their lives. 
The Germans, stolid as ever, 
called it a “military necessity,” 
claiming the ship also carried 
mu nitions. 
So 
violent 
was 
American 
reaction that the Germans an­ 
nou nced 
they wou ld restrict 
their U-boat campaign to waters 
where there were no American 
vessels. Bu t more U.S. citizens 
perished in new U-boat attacks, 
and in the United States a 
strong demand arose for a de­ 
claration of war.

REGINA. Sask. (AP) - By 
U.S. 
standards 
socialism 
is 
pretty well advanced in Canada. 
While private enterprise is 
heartily encouraged, the gov­ 
ernment nms a transcontinental 
railroad, the principal air line 
and a dominant radio-television 
facility. 
Individual 
provinces 
are heavily involved in hydro­ 
electric and other projects. 
Yet private vs. public opera­ 
tion is still an issue, and no­ 
where more than in this mid­ 
west province which for 20 
years was under the rule of a 
Socialist party called CCF. It 
was voted out of office in 1964, 
and its successors of the Liberal 
party say they are cleaning up 
the mess they ascribe to Social­ 
ist rule. 
Meanwhile a wave of prosper­ 
ity has swept over Saskatchew­ 
an’s flat wheatlands, and so a 
battle of words revolves around 
who should get credit for it: 
The CCF, bom in the frustra­ 
tion of depression and drought, 
and the innovator of North 
America’s first state medical 
care plan? 
Or the liberals, who present 
their party as the friend of in­ 
dustry? 
In the eyes of one senior civil 
servant, who has worked under 
both parties, the argument is 
somewhat academic. 
“ The politicians can say what 
they like,” he says, “ but what 
makes Sammy run is wheat. 
You get a goc^ crop year, any 
government would be laughing; 
a bad year and the legislature’s 
full of long faces. 
“ Eventually potash will be 
more important than wheat but 
that is several years off. Even 
when it is, that’ll be because 
potash is here and needed, not 
because we have a red, white or 
blue government.”

Thatcher says the CCF det­ 
erred private industrial devel­ 
opment and went into business 
itself at the expense of proper 
economic expansion. 
Lloyd replies that the CCF 
eared for people instead of sim­ 
ply profits, tried to ensure that 
people benefited from their nat­ 
ural resources and, in fact, 
didn’t hold back the province. 
Last year was a good crop 
year. Per capita income was a 
record $2,178—$30 above the 
national average. Industrial in­ 
vestment was $1.17 billion. 
The population is 954,000. As 
In other booming provinces, all 
is not joy despite the improved 
figures. Housing and labor shor­ 
tages plus the cost of living lead 
to complaints.

PARIS (AP) — Just 50 y ears 
•go, America poured her fresh 
blood into a France all but mor­ 
tally wounded and helped drive 
out the German invader. 
Just 23 y ears ago, Americans 
again landed on French soil, 
this time to rescue a bleeding 
France from the Nazis. 
Just 20 y ears ago, the U. S. 
Marshall Plan transfused new 
life into a prostrate Western 
Europe. The Americans raised 
up a crippled France with mas­ 
sive aid — more than ex tended 
to any other new country . 
Just 18 y ears ago, France and 
Europe joined America in a 
North Atlantic alliance to shield 
the continent while it struggled 
to rebuild from World War II. 
France would be the key stone of 
NATO. 
, 
, 
Just one y ear ago, the United 
States received a blunt eviction 
notice: Get American forces out 
of France by April 1, 1967. 
France was q uitting the inte­ 
grated military command of the 
15-nation NATO alliance as of 
July 1, 1966. 
When the NATO agreement 
was signed in 1949, Americans 
did not dream of thinking the 
unthinkable: that France, the 
oldest of U.S. allies, one day 
would order the Americans out. 
But today , as the result of 
President Charles de Gaulle’s 
decision, the whole allied mili­ 
tary structure is moving out of 
France. Supreme headq uarters 
for Europe, the main NATO 
continental command, will re­ 
locate in south Belgium. Some 
other installations go to West 
Germany . 
What does De Gaulle’s order 
mean to the United States? To 
France? To NATO? 
Americans and other allies 
agree: 
— De Gaulle has damaged 
NATO’s military and political 
posture and limited its flex ibili­ 
ty by depriving planners of a 
sure 
hinterland 
behind 
front 
lines. This narrows the possibili­ 
ty of defense by conventional 
weapons and pushes the allies 
closer to nuclear retaliation in 
case of conflict with the Soviet 
Union 
' 
— De Gaulle has presented 
the Americans with a gigantic 
and costly task; the removal of 
69,200 personnel and dependents 
an 7 87 ,320 tons of supplies from 
French soil. The French thus 
far have not even begun to dis­ 
cuss the issue of who pay s the 
bill. 
■— The French president uni­ 
laterally 
canceled 
or 
broke 
agreements 
signed 
with 
the 
Americans in 1951-58. The pacts 
stipulated they would remain in 
force as long as the treaty , 
which meant indefinitely . De 
Gaulle wiped the pacts from the 
books on what amounted to no­ 
tice of one y ear. 
— De Gaulle attempted — and 
failed — to drive U.vS. economic, 
military and cultural influence 
out of Europe. While he was 
chasing American soldiers out 
the door, other Americans ~ 
armed with briefcases and bill­ 
folds — were coming in through 
the window, with the eager co­ 
operation of Frenchmen. 
— 
De 
Gaulle, 
inveighing 
against what he saw as a threat 
of 
“ American 
hegemony ,” 
launched an offensive against 
the U.S. dollar with gold pur­ 
chases, seeking to sap the dollar 
on world money markets, and 
showing the world France did 
not trust the dollar as much as 
gold. 
— De Gaulle attacked the 
American presence in Southeast 
Asia. He espoused a Vietnam 
solution which sounded simple 


but 
which 
many Americans 
viewed as impossible: get out of 
Vietnam, and don’t look to De 
Gaulle for help in mediating 
that war. But he addressed no 
appeal 
to Communist 
North 
Vietnam. 
Not all the aspects of De 
Gaulle’s withdrawal from NATO 
were bad. If nothing else, he 
forced the alliance into a long- 
needed review of policies and 
future 
structure, 
and he re 
moved 
the 
French 
presence 
from a position where it had 
held up decisions. The allies 
now are able to agree on plans 
more q uickly . At the same time 
he has brought home to the oth­ 
er allies the gravity of the q ues­ 
tion whether the Americans will 
continue 
to stand 
by 
them. 


To De Gaulle, the cold war 
was over. The Soviet threat had 
become a thing of the past since 
the October 1962 Soviet-Ameri- 
can confrontation in the Cuban 
missile crisis. Thus, in his view, 
NATO had become simply a 
vehicle for U.S. political and 
economic domination and Eu­ 
rope faced a new danger: over­ 
bearing U.S. presence in his 
own country and in Europe. 
De Gaulle spoke of a Europe 
of the fatherlands “from the 
Atlantic to the Urals.” French­ 
men in positions to reflect his 
thinking say that because of the 
S 0 V i e t-Chinese 
split, 
the 
U.S.S.R. no longer is a military 
threat to Europe. Others are 
less optimistic. They agree Mos­ 
cow is more amiable and the 
mood should be ex ploited, but 
things could change. The Amer­ 
icans say NATO should build on 
facts, not on presumptions of 
Soviet intentions. 
' 
But De Gaulle had spoken. 
The huge NATO complex in 
France had to be dismantled 
by April 1, 1967. 
Who would pay the bill? What 
would happen to what was left 
behind in a close out of 440 ma­ 
jor bases and other facilities? 
Nobody was holding his breath 
waiting for a French offer to 
pay. 
The Americans c*ontested the

Alabama S<h (M)l Fig h t Co u ld Back fire

GADSDEN, Ala. — The chief .speculation 
in the deep south is whether ex-Gov. George 
Wallace can take a big enough bite out of 
the Democratic vote as an independent 
candidate to defeat Preisdent Lyndon John­ 
son in 1968 and whether his present move 
to block Alabama school integration will 
help him do it. 
■niere Is no real doubt in the mind of 
any political observer but that the Wallace 
family’s move to thwart both the Federal 
Courts and the Federal Government on in­ 
tegration is intimately tied to George’s 
plans to run for president. 
But will it help him? Has not school in­ 
tegration progressed to the point where 
most southern voters regard battling it as 
a lost cause? Won’t the current furor stir­ 
red up by the Wallaces hurt George’s 
presidential ambitions rather than help? 
Certainly in Gadsden it will not help. 
Gadsden is a thriving city proud of Re­ 
public Steel’s expansion, proud that Good­ 
year makes more tires in its Gadsden plants 
than in all the rest of the USA, proud that 
Allis Chalmers, Timex, ID . Precision and 
other northern industries have moved here. 
Gadsden has harmonious race relations and 
wants to keep them that way. A furor over 
school integration will not be welcome. 
Earlier, when I visited Birmingham, 
largest Alabama city, and Mobile, the sec­ 
ond largest, I found their businessmen had 
been front-runners in insisting on racial har­ 
mony. Birmingham businessmen had help­ 
ed get rid of the police commissioner and 
the police dogs which gave the city such 
unfavorable publicity. If it had not been 
for edicts from the Wallaces in Montgomery, 
they said, race relations would have im­ 
proved much faster. Furthermore, Alabama 
businesss does not want to jeopardize the 
$72,100,512 of Federal funds which flows into 
Alabama each year to bolster state schools. 
It would take a healthy tax increase to 
make up that deficit. 
Alabama Lags 
Meanwhile Federal figures show that in 
regard to school integration Alabama is the 
most backward of all southern states. An 
over-all average of 12.5 per cent of Negro 
students are now integrated in the southern 
itates; with Texas, home slate of the Presi­ 
dent, leading. Negro students are 34.6 per 
cent integrated in Texas; in Virginia, 20 
per cent are integrated; in Tennessee, 21.9 
per cent; Florida, 14.7 per cent; Arkansas, 
14.5 per cent; and North Carolina, 12.8 per 
cent. 
Most backward states are Alabama, with

2.4 per cent; Louisiana, 2.6 per cent; Mis­ 
sissippi, 2.6 per cent; South Carolina, 4.9 
per cent; and Georgia, 6.6 per cent. 
Some of the border states, such as Ken­ 
tucky, with 88.5 per cent; Delaware, 84.8 
per cent; and West Virginia, 83.4 per cent, 
are high up in the national average. Mean­ 
time, there are significant pockets of com­ 
pliance even in hostile areas. 
In Little Rock, Ark., where Federal bayo­ 
nets bristled 10 years ago, 1,000 out of a 
total 8,000 Negro pupils are integrated with 
whites and another 1,000 will follow in the 
next school year. There also has been teach­ 
er desegregation in Little Rock under th« 
direction of superintendent Floyd Parsons. 
William H. Fowler, a Negro educator, re­ 
cently was named assistant superintendent 
in charge of personnel for the Little Rock 
school district. As such he will have broad 
administrative powers over recruitment, as­ 
signment and evaluation of all professional 
and clerical personnel in Little Rock public 
schools. 
The 12.5 per cent average of Negro in­ 
tegration in the deep south is more impres­ 
sive when you consider that the figures were 
less than 7 per cent in the 1965-66 school 
year and only 2.5 per cent in 1964-65. This 
may indeed indicate that, despite holdout 
areas of noncompliance in Alabama and a 
few other states, “ the clock has ticked the 
last tick for tokensim" in integration. This 
was the decree of the U.S. Court of Ap­ 
peals in New Orleans last December. 
Alabama Judges Rule 
It was also the decree of three Federal 
Judges this month, who ordered Gov. Lur- 
leen B. Wallace to desegregate all Alabama 
public schools by next fall. The decree, 
signed by Judges Frank M. Johnson, Jr., 
of Montgomery, Hobart H. Grooms of Birm­ 
ingham, and Richard T. Rives of Montgom­ 
ery, all Alabama Jurists, found that local 
school boards had “ flouted every effort to 
make the 14th Amendment a meaningful 
reality to Negro school children in Ala­ 
bama.” 
The Judges also found that only 76 out 
of 28,000 teachers had been assigned to 
schools of the opposite race. The Negro 
schools were found to produce “ markedly 
inferior education opportunities.” The amaz­ 
ingly high figure of one-fourth of the state’s 
Negro high schools, the Judges found, were 
unaccredited^ in contrast with approximate­ 
ly 3 per cent of white schools which were 
unaccredited. 
Excoriating Alabama state officials, indi­ 
rectly Gov. Wallace, the three Alabama 
Judges ruled that “ they have used their 
authority as a threat and as a means of 
punishment to prevent local school officials 
from fulfulling their Constitutional obliga­ 
tions to desegregate schools; and, secohd, 
they have performed their functions in such 
a way as to maintain and preserve the ra­ 
cial characteristics of the system.” 
In northern Alabama I found that Lurleen 
is popular, but the power behind the petti­ 
coat, her husband, has lost some of his 
political lustre. It will be interesting to see 
what his new battle against school desegre­ 
gation does for him politically in the re­ 
mainder of the deep south. 


Electro n Gu n Wo rk in g On Its Sch ed u le 


STANFORD, Calif. (AP) - 
The electron bullets zip along 
the two-mile track just a shade 
off the speed limit of the uni­ 
verse. 


At the end, the bullets hurtle 
into atomic targets, smashing 
them into myriad fragments, 
fleeting glimpses of energy and 
matter torn from the hearts of 
atoms. 


Thus did the biggest linear 
accelerator in the world —Stan­ 
ford’s $114-million monster — 
begin to make scientific history 
well ahead of schedule. 
Using high frequency radio 
waves to prod electrons along, 
the accelerator boosts them to a 
speed just one ten-thousandth of 
a mile per second short of the 
speed of light, the mathematical 
barrier beyond which matter 
may not go, about 186,300 miles 
per second. 
Scientists say that the annual 
electric bill for this largest sci­ 
entific instrument ever built wiH 
run about $2 million. 
So potent is this electron gun 
that it can produce a beam of 
electrons with the energy of 20- 
billion electron volts. They test­ 
ed it when only one-fifteenth of 
the gun barrel was in place and 
produced a beam of 1.3-billion 
electron volts, the highest ever 
for a 
linear accelerator in 
America. 
Congress 
authorized 
the 
project in 1961 to be built and 
operated by Stanford University 
under contract with the Atomic 
Energy 
Commission. 
Ground 
was broken in April 1962 in the

Once you decide that your part­ 
ner doesn’t hold one of those 
pretty cards, the next step in 
your process of reasoning should 
be to find a lead least likely 
to help declarer. 
Against most contracts you 
try to find an attack lead. You 
also try to lead a card that will 
give your partner information. 
Against a grand slam you don’t 
care about helping your part­ 
ner but you sure don’t want to 
help declarer. 
Now take a look at the West 
hand. It is the sort of hand you 
usually hold when your op­ 
ponents get to seven no-trump. 
You don’t have much hope of 
beating the contract but you do 
want to make a lead least likely 
to help declarer. 
Therefore you abandon all 
thought of leading either a heart 
or a club. You might well be 
destroying the chance that your 
jack in either suit will bother 
declarer. 
You are right. A heart or club 
lead gives declarer his contract. 
This leaves your choice be­ 
tween a spade and a diamond. 
It turns out that a lead of any 
card in one of those suits will 
be satisfactory, but you should 
lead a spade on the general 
theory that there isn't likely to 
be a long major suit in either 
the North or South hand and we 
recommend that you lead the six 
so that declarer won’t be able 
to get a quick idea as to how 
many spades you hold. 


THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Beer Ciizzliiig No l 
Aid to Hea rt Ailineut

In August, 1965, the first case 
of a new type of heart ailment 
was reported in Quebec. Of the 
48 victims observed in that city 
since then, 20 have died. The one 
thing all of the victims had in 
common was that they had con­ 
sumed three to six quarts of 
beer daily for at least five years. 
As mysteriously as it started, 
the epidemic ended in May of 
this year. Meanwhile, the same 
disease has been reported in 
Omaha and Minneapolis. Doc­ 
tors in other cities are now on 
the lookout for evidences of this 
disease. 
The trouble starts with short­ 
ness of breath, rapid pulse, 
waterlogging of the tissues and 
the bluish cast characteristic of 
a lack of oxygen in the blood. 
Within three or four weeks after 
the on.set, the functional im­ 
pairment of the heart becomes 
acute. Damage’ to the heart 
muscle and to the liver is seen 
at autopsy. 
All of the victims were men, 
predominantly in their early 40s. 
None were the skidrow type of 
alcoholic; they all had steady 
employment. 
Different theories have been 
put forth to explain this disease. 
One possibility is a deficiency 
of some essential dietary ele­ 
ment. Another is the use of oer- 


tain additives in the beer such 
as cobalt (first permitted by 
law in 1963) and the enzyme, 
papain. 
Even though no direct con­ 
nection between the disease and 
the cobalt has been proved, 
brewers in Canada and the Uni­ 
ted States have discontinued the 
use of these substances just to 
be on the safe side. It will be 
interesting to note whether this 
puls an end to the disease. 
Meanwhile o t h e r possible 
causes are being investigated. 
Anyone who wishes to insure 
that he does not get this disease 
need only practice moderation 
in all things, including his beer 
drinking. 
Q — I always thought that 
moles were hereditary. Now I 
wonder, in view of the fact 
that my whole family has be­ 
come peppered with them in a 
period of six months. Is there 
any other cause for their ap­ 
pearance? 
A — 'Hie hereditary determi­ 
nant for moles is present at 
birth but the moles themselves 
do not become apparent until 
later in life. Some may appear 
in the teens and others may not 
appear until you are well past 
60. I suspect that the several 
members of your family are all 
getting older.

A month later Jim ­ 
my received a printed real 
estate contract filled in by the 
agent and signed by a prospec­ 
tive buyer. The price stated in 
this contract was $12,000 00. Jim ­ 
my phoned the agent and told 
him they would not sell for $12,- 
000.00 but that they would sign 
the contract and mail it back, 
and when the agent received it 
he could negotiate further with 
the prospective buyers and get 
them to offer at least $16,000.00. 
If the agent got $16,000.00, he 
could amend the contract by 
striking out the $12,000.00 and 
putting $16,000.00 in the blank. 
If he could not get $16,0(K).00 he 
should tear up the signed con­ 
tract. The agent said he would 
do just that. 
The agent, however, did not 
follow these instructions, but de­ 
livered the signed contract to 
the buyers showing the sale at 
$12,000.(K). Jimmy refused to 
sign the Deed because he said 
the contract was not for the 
price which he demanded.

TODAY’S KIDS 
BETTER OR WORSE? 


T 
h e h o s te s s of a rich, happy, middle-class home sought 
my advice some months ago. She pulled me aside and 
said confidentially, “Stanley isn’t happy.” Then she sighed. 
I had met Stanley earlier in the evening, a boy of 15 with beau­ 
tifully tailored clothes, a manicure, and clear diction. Stanley had 
told me he was learning how to drive. He wanted to get his junior 
driver’s license this spring, and every day he practiced with one 
of the three cars the family owned. 
So when I found out that Stanley wasn’t happy, even with the 
good marks he had just received from his prep school, I replied that 
I was pretty sure Stanley was going to survive his unhappiness but 
that I wasn’t sure about his mother, and I patted her shoulder con­ 
solingly. I promised her that things have a way of working out. 
As I talked on, I recalled my own childhood in the ghetto of the 
Lower East Side of New York City. My brothers and I usually 
slept three to a bed, and as long as I can remember we worked at 
something. We sold newspapers, ran errands, carried sample cases 
for salesmen—we did anything to earn a few pennies. 
Thor« was poverty all aromid us, grinding poverty, but I suspect 
that if we had told our mother we weren’t happy, she would have 
thought the statement absolutely incomprehensible. 
But that doesn’t mean Stanley is speaking incomprehensibly. 
Stanley probably is very unhappy. And his parents, who have given 
him everything, cannot understand why. But there is a reason. And 
tiie reason probably doesn’t have anjrthing to do with them. 
Let us grant they are good parents. There is no reason not to. 
Despite the money, there is really little difference between Stan­ 
ley’s parents and the fellow on the Lower East Side who car­ 
ried a bag of coal up five flights of tenement steps to sell it for 
20 cents. He did this day after day in tenement after tenement, 
and he was filled with but one consuming passion: namely, to 
make his son a doctor. Certainly his motive didn’t run counter to 
those of Stanley’s parents. 
I remember walking along the street with the late William 
O’Dwyer when he was mayor of New York City. I was a reporter, 
and we had left City Hall at the same time one evening on our way 
to our respective homes. 
To make conversation, I pointed to all those fascinating lights 
beginning to flick on in the empty office buildings, and said, ^These 
lights in the office buildings at night fascinate me. What a wonder­ 
ful treat they are for the tourists.” 
Mr. O’Dwyer studied the lights and, turning to me, said, “Every 
one of those lights is an Irish cleaning woman trying to earn 
enough to send her son to the seminary so he can become a priest.” 
The Mayor was exaggerating, of course, but he was exaggerating

How 
are they meeting the challenges of our times? 
This famed author comes up with 
some striking conclusions

in order to make a point, a point we often miss. Parents who sacri­ 
fice for their children do not do so out of self-love as much as out 
of self-respect and out of a deep sense of the possibilities of the 
human spirit. 
Whether a father carries a sack of coal up five flights of stairs 
for 20 cents or gives a boy a Jaguar, it is really the same thing. 
He is giving the boy “everything."' 
But is it really “everything” ? When I was graduated from Pub­ 
lic School 20 on the Lower East Side, my classmates, some a year 
ahead of me, included George Gershwin, Paul Muni, Edward G. 
Robinson, Jacob K. Javits—and I can name another dozen certainly 
equally worthy who are today great surgeons or builders or employ­ 
ers of a vast army of working people. 
Out of the ghettoes of Little Italy, of Polishtown, of the Irish 
Hell’s Kitchen came thousands of men who have made their mark 
in the world. These are men who did not have automobiles or mani­ 
cures when they were young and whose clothes were invariably 
hand-me-downs from an older brother or cousin. 
Yet we had it better; we had more advantages than Stanley de­ 
spite the automobiles, the made-to-order clothes, and the manicure 
every week. We had greater advantages because the life we knew 
amidst poverty had a more hopeful quality, a richer texture than 
the life the young folks now see stretching before them. 
On the Lower East Side in the early years of this century, we 
came as close to any guarantee as life has ever offered. The guar­ 
antee was that if you worked hard, went to school, studied, and 
saved, you could participate in America. 
Life offers no such guarantee today. There are millions of young 
people unprepared and unfit to enter the automated industrial so­ 
ciety of our era. 
W« w«r« poor in all thoso ghettoos, far poorer I suspect than 
the poor in America today, but we had a strategy for defeating 
poverty. And many of us won. Those who did not win may have 
felt life was hard and cruel, but no one felt it was empty. 
Life today contains a major problem in the ever-increasing seg­ 
regation of the poor and the elderly. In the old ghettoes of New 
York, grandmothers, grandfathers, and crotchety maiden aunts 
were a part of life and included in the whole. 
This is by and large not true today. The elderly live lonely lives 
in one housing development, and the young lead frenzied lives in 
another. We have telephones and radio and television, but com­ 
munication between the age groups grows less and less distinct. 
In short, life is fragmented. And fragmented, it is hard to make 
sense of all the broken pieces. I’ve come to the conclusion that we 
had it much better than Stanley. Stanley needs understanding. 
By an amazing coincidence, it was another kid, a young boy. 


barely two years older than Stanley who helped fragment this 
world, a boy named Gavrilo Princip, who assassinated the Arch­ 
duke Francis Ferdinand of the Austro-Hungarian Empire in 1914. 
That assassination brought on World War I, and every youth there­ 
after was to grow up in an entirely different world. 
Our challenge before World War I was only to get out—to “make 
good.” Just think how relatively simple that was. “I want to be 
a lawyer,” said one; and another said, “I hope to be an actor.” That 
was the sum total of the challenge. But the challenges facing Stan­ 
ley today are much more complex, more serious, more deadly, if 
you will, than the challenges which confronted Paul Muni, George 
Gershwin, Edward G. Robinson, Jacob Javits, and me. 
And in his way, Stanley is meeting those challenges. 
Just think how it was. When we were boys before 1914, the world 
was infinite. When the teacher talked of England, we thought of 
King Arthur and his knights; when she talked of France, we 
thought of Joan of Arc. And Washington, D.C., was the home of 
the President of the United States, who must be a great man be­ 
cause he had succeeded George Washington and Abraham Lincoln. 
Bw# Stanlay's world is no longer infinito. Somehow Stanley 
senses that, of equal importance to his future, of equal importance 
to this pursuit of the good life, is the prime minister of Vietnam 
or the new chief of staff in China. 
Stanley cannot say, “I hope to be a lawyer,” and let it go at that. 
Stanley senses there are men in Africa, Asia, and Europe with 
strange names he cannot even pronounce who can say or do some­ 
thing tomorrow that could very well determine what kind of world 
Stanley will live in 10 years from now. 
No, we had no such challenges. And today the job Stanley does 
in meeting his challenges is truly remarkable. 
Visiting the campuses of the country, I realize that I’m face to 
face with the most precious possession America has today: its 
young boys and girls. I discount the sensational nonsense we hear 
on all sides because I know they said the same thing about the 
young boys and girls of the 1920s. Indeed the 1920s had become a 
byword for irresponsibility. 
But let us stop for a minute and think. Who are our engineers 
today and the electronic experts and, indeed, who were the boys 
who flew the Hump and fought on Guadalcanal and beat the Nazis 
and Fascists? Weren’t they the youths of the 1920s? 
And in the next generation, the men and women who will find 
the cures for many of our illnesses and diseases, who will certainly 
explore the space around us, who will add to the intellectual devel­ 
opment of man will be the boys and girls of the unhappy 1960s. 
And I hope they will leave for their own children a much better 
world than we left for them. ♦

he day is nearing when people will sit in their sub­ 
marine homes and gaze through picture windows at 
underwater meadows of algae on which herds of **sea 
cows” graze. 
Underwater living, and particularly submarine farm­ 
ing, will become a necessity as the world's population 
skyrockets (six billion hungry mouths to feed by 2000 A.D. 
and 25 billion by 2075) and arable land and fresh water 
diminish alarmingly. 
The sea offers a vast, virtually untapped source of food. 
The problem is to “grow” fish as efficiently as we now 
grow wheat or cattle. 
Some ocean farming already is being done. The Japanese 
long have cultivated seaweed and recently established sub­ 
marine pens for fish and lobsters. The Irish raise edible 
sea moss. But the more scientific projects are just get­ 
ting under way, notably at Scripps Institute of Ocean­ 
ography at La Jolla, Calif., where “corrals” have been 
designed to protect halibut and sole from predatory fish. 
What will the aquafarm of the next century look like? 
Here's one conception of how we could utilize the conti­ 
nental shelf to feed our grandchildren—all the billions 
of them: 
Deep-sea ranchers use a submarine (A) to inspect a 
grazing pasture of giant kelp plants (B). Also, nuclear 
energy is utilized to heat the ocean’s cold bottom layer 
(which is rich in nutrients) until it rises to the sunlit 
surface. There, the magic of photosynthesis creates 
great floating gardens of sea plants to feed schools of 
migratory fish. 
To harvest these fattened fish, ranchers corral them 
with a fence of seething air bubbles rising from sunken 
compressed-air hoses (C). The fish are drawn to ships 
through suction pipes (D) and canned aboard. Schools 
of migratory fish also are scooped up by a harvesting 
machine (i), dropped into detachable nets, and floated 
to the surface for pickup. 
As living quarters, the submariners occupy a pressur- 
ized dwelling (I). By living beneath the sea. they avoid 
the dangerous bends which divers often encounter when 
surfacing. In a research center (G), acientists study 
life beneath the sea—pioneers, perhapa. for millions of 
others who m the more distant future will build entire 
cities below the crowded, limited surface of the earth ♦

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h e AMERICAN WEST has many lures, and perhaps the 
most romantic is treasure hunting in frontier ghost 
towns—abandoned Old West communities that once re­ 
sounded with the turbulent life of silver or gold miners. 
Headquarters for many ghost-town archeologists is Las 
Vegas, Nev., and among its most avid treasure hunters 
are Roy and Ann Rhodes, whose home is a museum of 
snuffboxes, firearms, mustache cups, and 800 sun-blued 
bottles—many from fabled Wild West saloons. 
The Rhodeses are typical relic hunters who dig through 
some 1,000 crumpling towns in Nevada, Arizona, Califor­ 
nia, Utah, Colorado, Montana, Texas, Oregon, Idaho, and 
New Mexico. Flash floods keep bringing new treasure to 
the surface (miners were inveterate litterbugs). In arid 
regions even 75-year-old newspapers, print still legible, 
have been dug up. 
Recently, the Rhodeses and two friends, Dick and Helen 
Thayer, visited Gold Road, an old boom town some 28 
miles southwest of Kingman, Ariz. Gold Road was once 
the home of 8,000 persons, but since 1940 it has been 
occupied mostly by desert varmints. The Rhodeses and 
Thayers turned up a child’s iron piggy bank, antique 
bottles, and household utensils. 
The big prizes—six-shooters, picks, shovels, and wagon 
wheels—eluded them. “They’re usually three or four feet 
under earth,’’ Rhodes said, “but for the casual ghost- 
town hunter there’s plenty of history and nostalgia right 
near the surface. And all you need is a shovel.”

Will She 
Add an Oscar 
to the 
Family’s 
Honors?

N APRIL 10 Lynn Redgrave—five-feet-ten- 
inches tall, blue eyes, red-blonde hair—^may 
well win the Academy Award as best actress of 
the year for her performance as the ‘‘ugly duck­ 
ling” in search of love in “Georgy Girl.” 
Lynn is the 24-year-old member of England's most illus­ 
trious acting family. Her father is the distinguished actor, 
Sir Michael Redgrave; her mother, actress Rachel Kemp-

son. Her sister Vanessa, 30, who has an outside chance of 
winning an Oscar for her performance in “Morgan!” is 
married to (but estranged from) the famed film director, 
Tony Richardson. Her brother Corin, 28, gave a memorable 
performance in the stunning new film, “A Man for All 
Seasons.” 
“It probably seemed inevitable that I should have fol­ 
lowed the rest of my family into acting,” Lynn told me 
over an enormous glass of tomato juice in New York re­ 
cently. ‘This wasn't the case at all. Until I was 15, I real­ 
ly wanted to be an equestrienne.” 
L)rnn got her own horse when she was 12. “I had been 
given a savings certificate for £25 ($70),and Vanessa, bless 
her, knew how desperately I wanted the horse, so she of­ 
fered to contribute the £30 she had gotten from the same 
relative. When my relative heard about it, she was so 
touched that she bought the horse for me.” 
According to both Vanessa and Lynn, the Redgrave clan 
is very close. “My parents were always loving, but they 
didn't spoil us,” Lynn explained. 
“I never fought with anyone. But for a while Vanessa 
and Corin used to punch each other, and I would stand 
there and watch them and cry in a goody-goody awful way. 
But eventually they outgrew it, and now they enjoy each 
other’s company.” 
Lynn is a big girl, but while she is no Brigitte Bar­ 
dot, she is not fat. (She had to put on 20 pounds for 
“Georgy Girl” but lost it again.) She has no complexes about 
her appearance. “I live a fairly normal life. I started to 
date when I was 15 although I was shy and self-cdnscious 
and about as awkward as most teen-agers are.” 
When she starred in Noel Coward's “Pretty Polly” on 
the London stage, she was deeply involved with one young 
man for about six months, but it didn’t lead to marriage. 
Said one of Lynn's friends about her romances; “I would 
have put Lynn’s success with fellows as average. But she's 
a very smart and determined girl. When she realized that 
she was no beauty, she concentrated on her career that 
much harder. She was bound to make it.” 
There seems to be no apparent jealousy between Ljrnn 
and Vanessa, but there are a number of differences. “Va­ 
nessa is industrious in everything she does,”. Lynn told 
me. “If I start to read a book and it bores me after the 
first couple of pages, I drop it. Not Vanessa. If she starts 
a book, she finishes it no matter what.” 
Sir Michael, head of the clan, never gave any specific 
advice to his children about acting other than to concen­ 
trate before a scene. Both parents kept a fairly tight finan­ 
cial rein on the children. 
"I started to support myself two days after I left Cen­ 
tral School of Speech and Drama in London when I was 
18,” Lynn recalled. Being a practical girl, she simultaneously 
studied cooking at the Regent Street Polytechnic—antici­ 
pating that she could always make a living as a caterer 
if she had to. 
“When it comes to finances, I’m not ambitious,” she con­ 
fessed. “At one time I owned only one pair of shoes. My 
ambition was to have a dozen pairs. I do now. My next am­ 
bition was to buy a house. I bought a cottage just before 
I came to America to appear in the play, ‘Black Comedy.' 
Now my ambition is to live in it. 
“(Senerally speaking, I am always after little things. I 
don’t want an}rthing big and showy.” 
Like all the Redgraves, she is extremely emotional. When 
Corin was married, she cried, in spite of her best inten­ 
tion, all through the ceremony. “But so did Vanessa and 
Mummy and Daddy,” she revealed. 
“I would like to get married and have children,” Lynn 
said, “but I don’t want to give up acting. Oh, sure, I 
realize if I marry I would have to act less. I couldn't just 
come to New York to do a play if my husband lived in
